Soviets renounce

MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union 
today renounced any trade agreement

The move came in a letter from Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko 
handed to Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger on Oct. 26, nearly two months 
ago. the Tass news agency reported 
An official government statement 
carried by Tass accused Kissinger of 
keeping quiet the true Soviet position. 
It denounced the trade bill under 
consideration by the U.S. Congress for

Senate negotiators agreed late Tuesday 
night to make the 55-mile-per-hour fed­ 
eral speed limit permanent and to 
increase maximum truck weights on 
interstate 
highways, 
com m ittee 
spokesmen said today. 
The $752.8 million compromise federal 
highway aid bill was expected to be 
passed finally by Congress Friday. 
The highways conference committee, 
hammering out differences in House and 
Senate versions nearly until midnight 
Tuesday night, agreed to make the 
federal 55 m.p.h speed permanent 
The bill orders states to certify 
annually that they are enforcing the 
limit on federal roads —initiated to fight 
petroleum shortages —on penalty of loss 
of government road funds. 
The bill includes a program to upgrade 
and reconstruct noninterstate highways 
in rural areas. The compromise is 
slightly less than the House’s $763 
million bill but far more than the 
Senate’s $531 million. 
The big-truck section of the bill was 
the most controversial. 
The House negotiators, who had no 
truck weight provision in their bill, 
simply accepted the Senate provision as 
House critics had charged they would, 
and actually strengthened it slightly. 


Parkinson denies 
cover-up acts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Kenneth W 
Parkinson, who handled Watergate legal 
work for President Richard M. Nixon’s 
1972 re-election committee, denied on 
the witness stand today that he ever 
attempted to cover up the scandal or 
obstruct justice. 


In fact, Parkinson said, he stopped 
Nixon aides from changing deputy 
cam paign 
d irector 
Jeb 
Stuart 
Magruder’s diary to hide the truth and 
warned campaign director John N. 
Mitchell that payments to the original 
W atergate 
defendants 
could 
be 
construed as blackmail money. 
Parkinson was the last of the five 
defendants —including Mitchell —to 
take the stand in the Watergate cover-up 
trial. 
Jacob A. Stein, Parkinson’s lawyer, 
asked whether Parkinson was involved 
in a conspiracy and he answered “no.” 
“Were you intending to obstruct 
justice?” Stein asked. 
“I was not,” Parkinson replied. 
Chief trial prosecutor James F. Neal 
was expected to begin final arguments 
later in the day and U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica said the trial would 
probably recess for two days over 
Christmas and go to the jury on Dec. 26.

But the kernel issue was simple — 
whether or not a local company, S and G 
Testing Laboratories of North First 
Street, would get a $10,000 sliver of the 
$16.8 million regional sewage project 
pie. 
After two deadlocked votes, and 
against the recommendations of project 
engineers Brown and Caldwell Co., the 
council gave the work to S and G. 
On another 3-0 vote, the panel further 
ruled that the local firm could also do 
concrete testing work for Gentry Rados 
Co. 
of 
Corona, 
main construction 
contractor, while doing sewage plant 
site soils testing for Brown and Caldwell 
and the city. Council woman Charlotte 
Benton abstained in both climactic 
votes. 
Brown and Caldwell wanted Converse 
Davis and Associates of Pasadena for 
the soils subcontract, said project 
manager Gar Jones, because the firm 
had participated in the plant design. 
Jones warned that if the firm wasn’t 
also fully involved in what he called the 
“particularly ticklish’’ problem of the 
soils under the plant, there would be “a 
substantial legal question if the work 
should subsequently fail ” 


City Attorney Alan Davidson agreed 
The city had the option to contract 
independently with S and G for the soils 
testing, he said, but if part of the plant 
were to sink or wash away, the city 
might have a hard time proving whether 


it was Brown and Caldwell or S and G 
that was responsible for the faulty work 
Brown and Caldwell, though, would 
write the subcontract with Converse 
Davis and would be clearly responsible 
for any soils testing or design failure 
“If you have a giant (sewage) tank 
full of unspeakable mess, weighing 
literally tons, sink,” Davidson said, “the 
problem is underneath that tank and you 
cannot get under there to prove what 
happened because there’s been a change 
under there.” 
Davidson said “no engineer will 
certify what was the story yesterday” 
and added that the city would be left 
with a ruined sewage plant and no one it 
could blame it on The testing firm 
would blame the plant designing firm 
and vice versa, the attorney forecasted, 
and the city probably couldn’t prove 
either was at fault. 
Local 
attorney 
Gene 
Huseman. 
representing S and G, denied the legal 
problem with fixing the blame would 
exist at all. 
Mayor E.C. Stevens and Councilman 
Art Scott felt the local firm should get 
the work. 
“We did the same thing I’m asking for 
in the matter of the (city) water 
treatment plant and the city library and 
we do it every day in our streets — we 
use a soil engineering firm to check the 
contractor out,” Scott said. 
“You’re telling me that this firm 
(Converse Davis) because they did the 
design and they laid out the criteria, 
that they're the ones that ought to be 
working for the city of Lompoc checking 
to see that their work is correct?” 


“The City Council has gone on

The payment doubled the net

billion. 
The 
petroleum affiliate had ac­ 
cumulated the liabilities ear­ 
lier, the department said. 
The balance of payments 
figures measure the deficits of 
U.S. relationships with other 
countries in current accounts 
and long term capital. 
The payments showed a $2 5 
billion deficit during the second 
quarter. 
Outflows 
for U.S. 
direct 
investments abroad rose $400 
million, to $2 billion during the 
third quarter, the government 
said. 
The current account deficit 
for the quarter was $1.6 billion, 
down from $2 1 billion in the 
second quarter. The decline 
was partly due to reductions of 
about $600 million in U.S. 
government grants. U.S. gov­ 
ernment capital inflows also 
declined by about $600 million.

approaches to Saigon, military 
sources said today. 
The Saigon command said a 
Communist assault force cap­ 
tured Dong Xoai airstrip, 50 
miles north of Saigon, Tuesday 
night, cutting off the district 
capital's last link with the rest 
of South Vietnam 
Military sources said the 
Communists drove the 30-man 
militia platoon from the 4,000- 
foot-long airstrip, isolating the 
besieged town of 5,000. 
Communist gunners fired a 
barrage of rockets Tuesday at 
the 
Phuoc 
Binh 
province 
capital airfield, 66 miles north 
of Saigon, and just as a C130 
Hercules transport plane ar­ 
rived with military supplies. 
Military sources said one of 
the 15 rockets blew up the 
plane’s gas tank, destroying the 
aircraft and cargo. 


The Communists have cut all 
roads leading to the province 
capital since launching a drive 
Saturday for control of Phuoc 
Binh 
province. 
M ilitary 
sources said the capital of 
23.000 is in danger of falling to a 
determined attack. 


Two of the province’s district 
(county) capitals —Due Phong 
and Bu Na —were captured by 
the Communists last weekend. 
The government holds only two 
other district capitals in the 
region —Dong Xoai and Bo 
Due 


Communist troops have held 
more than 50 per cent of the 
heavily jungled province north 
of Saigon for several years. 


Far to the south in the 
Mekong Delta, surviving de­ 
fenders sent radio messages 
from a jungle sanctuary Tues­ 
day 
after 
Communists 
captured Hung Long district 
capital and battered a 2,400- 
man government regiment. 


The town of 1,000 lies in the 
midst of some of the nation’s 
richest rice fields, the apparent 
targ et 
of 
stepped-up 
Communist attacks across the 
country during the past week 
and a half. 


The company “ is trying to 
blackmail our membership into 
accepting the company’s con­ 
tract proposal and thereby 
become the lowest paid aero­ 
space workers in California,” 
complained Douglas Griffith, 
spokesman for UAW Local 148. 
“ The lockout is planned for 
the Christmas holidays, which

The unions’ contracts with

expired. The unions said they 
would not strike until at least 
February, when contracts ex­ 
pire at the McDonnell Douglas 
plant in St. Louis. 
The firm reportedly hopes to 
sign a new contract at the plant 
here before facing the prospect 
of a strike at theSt. Louis plant, 
which is more profitable, and 
use the Southern California 
settlement as a precedent for 
the St. Louis contract. 
The workers involved now 
average around $5 71 an hour, a 
company spokesman said, and 
the company has offered a 
three year contract that would 
bring that to 87.63.

Woodcock told a UAW meet­ 
ing Tuesday the auto industry’s 
profits dropped dramatically 
for the first nine months of 1974 
with General Motors’ earnings 
plummeting 
76.5 
per 
cent, 
Ford’s 
60.1 
per 
cent 
and 
Chrysler’s 88.2 per cent. 
“ The 
automobile 
industry 
from September to November 
literally collapsed,” Woodcock 
said. “ We’ve been critical of 
pricing and high profit targets, 
but we'd be kidding the nation 
if 
we 
said 
that was 
the 
problem.” 
Woodcock said Ford Motor 
Corp. recently announced it 
was laying off 250,000 employes 
early next year, and Ford 
usually employs 25 per cent of 
the total work force in the 
automobile and related indus­ 
tries. 
"B a se d 
on 
projected 
statistics 
there 
will 
be 
a 
million or more out of work by 
the end of the first quarter of 
next year,” he said. 
Woodcock accused the Ford 
administration of doing nothing 
to fight recession and urged 
congressional approval of a 10 
per cent tax cut for lower and 
middle income families and 
extended unemployment bene­ 
fits. 
“ The whole economy is in at 
least a severe recession and if 
nothing is done it will sink into 
a depression,” he said. “ We 
are learning again by bitter 
experience that things just 
don’t work themselves out. 
Congress must act if Ford 
doesn’t.”

“ The wholesale price mini- 
mums will be officially sus­ 
pended in about a week,” Jed 
A. Adams, administrator of the 
Department 
of 
Food 
and 
Agriculture’s milk marketing 
program, said Tuesday. 
Agriculture Director C. Bru­ 
nei 
Christensen 
made 
the 
department's plans public as 
producers, 
wholesalers 
and 
retailers testified at a state 
hearing that they needed an 
increase 
in 
controlled 
minimum milk prices. 
But 
consumer 
advocates 
warned that the suspension of 
wholesale price controls will 
not affect the price of milk in 
supermarkets or stores. Some 
consumer activists have been 
pressuring the department into 
lifting retail minimum prices. 
The 
state, 
through 
the 
Agriculture Department, sets 


minimum milk prices at the 
producer, wholesale and retail 
levels. The controls hold the 
statewide average cost of a half 
gallon of milk at 71 cents. 


Christensen and Adams indi­ 
cate that the suspension of 
wholesale price controls may 
eventually force the state into 
lifting retail controls. 


Roy Alper, lobbyist for the 
California 
Citizen 
Action 
Group, said the suspension was 
a move in the right direction. 
Alper, who has been a critic of 
the state’s milk pricing system, 
said the department should lift 
retail 
minimum 
prices 
so 
stores could lower the price of 
milk to consumers. 


Christensen said if retail 
controls were lifted it could 
result in a temporary reduction 
in price but in the long run milk 
may cost more. 
Wholesale controls were ear­ 
lier suspended in some areas of 
the state. 
Earlier when the department 
suspended wholesale milk con­ 
trols in the San Francisco area 
it simultaneously dropped the 


retail minimum prices by one 
cent per half gallon. Much of 
the milk sold in California is 
purchased at state minimums. 


The 
department, 
at 
the 
request of dairymen, began 
hearing testimony Monday to 
determine if producers de­ 
served an increase for their 
milk. 
Dairymen said a 4 cent per 
half gallon hike was necessary 
to stave off rising feed and 
labor costs. If they did not get 
it, farmers said, as many as 25 
per cent of the state’s 3,000 
producers could be financially 
ruined

Hawaii residents warned 
on eruption of Mauna Loa 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (U PI) — 
Scientists fearing an eruption 
of the long-dormant Mauna Loa 
volcano warned residents of 
nearby communities today that 
their homes might be overrun 
by molten lava. 


The giant volcano was shaken 
by more than 1,000 earthquakes 
Tuesday, strengthening fears 
there might be a dramatic and 
deadly 
awakening 
after

quarter of a century of sleep. 


Scientists 
at 
the 
Hawaii 
Volcanoes National Park said 
all signs indicated a possible 
eruption. 
Superstitious 
Ha- 
waiians, at the same time, 
speculated on what made the 
volcano goddess Pele so angry. 
Mauna Loa is one of the two 
active volcanpes in this state. 


The other is Kilauea Mauna 
Loa, however, jutting more 
than 13,000 feet into the air, is 
the more dangerous. 
The lava from Kilauea has 
always flowed in a predictable 
pattern toward the sea and has 
wiped out only a few isolated 
com m unities. 
In 
1790, 
thousands 
of 
Hawaiian 
warriors were killed by the 
eruption. 
Mauna Loa’s lava routes, 
however, 
are 
not 
clearly 
defined, since the volcano has 
not erupted in more than 24 
years. Many communities have 
been built in the are where lava 
is expected to gush. 
The bustling town of Hilo, 
with a population of 20,000, is 
just 25 miles downhill from the 
volcano.

Ford unhappy over 
steel price increase 


WASHINGTON

President Ford is unhappy with 
U.S. Steel Corp. for boosting 
prices 8 per cent price, but he 
stopped short of asking the 
industrial giant to roll it back 
If other companies follow the 
example, hearings could be 
called to prove the industry’s 
pricing policies, a government 
official said 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Ford was 
“ very disappointed” over the 
price hikes to come Jan 13 on 
two thirds of the company’s 
products, some by as much as 
11 per cent. 
Albert Rees, director of the 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability, sent a telegram to 
U.S. Steel President Wilbert A. 
Walker, which read in full: 
“ Urgently request full expla­ 
nation and justification of steel 
price increases announced yes­ 
terday. Please reply at your 
earliest convenience to the 
Council on Wage Price Stabili­ 
ty.” 
Neither Ford nor any of his 
representatives publicly asked 
U.S. 
Steel 
to 
cancel 
its 
increase. Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson did in 1962 and 
1968 Both times, the company 
rescinded 
announced 


increases. 
Nessen said, “ the President 
is concerned and very disap 
pointed by the price increase 
by U.S. Steel. As a matter of 
fact, he's disappointed at any 
increase (in prices) at this 
time,” 
In the early days of his 
administration, Ford criticized 
General Motors for a price 
boost on 1975 cars and trucks. 
GM partially rolled back prices 
a few days later 
But these have been the only 
two examples of overt “ jaw 
boning" —or presidential arm- 
twisting —by Ford. Instead, he 
has delegated to the wage-price 
council the chore of bird- 
dogging the upward trail of 
wages and prices and calling 
them to heel if they get out of 
hand 
Although the council, or the 
President, does not have the 
power to order price rollbacks, 
it can hold public hearings in an 
effort to expose pricing policies 
it considers inflationary 
“ It’s a little premature to say 
that 
we’re 
going 
to 
have 
hearings (on steel) but it's 
certainly an option.” a council 
spokesman said 
“ Right now it’s just one 
company. But if it spreads

Wrestling is booming on Hill

Cabrillo High School claims, “We Love Wrestling 
And 
their reasoning is built upon a strong foundation 
Coach Dave Long has built a wrestling program which is 
possibly unequalled anywhere at the high school level. 
Long has sent wrestlers to various parts of the nation and 
the world m past years. Consequently, Cabrillo has turned 
out a number of wrestlers who continued on in the sport to 
become college standouts (Donnie Willis, Dan Barr, and 
more recently, Benje Williams) and Long has been largely 
responsible for putting the sport of wrestling in the same 
ball park with other prep sports as far as fan appeal is 
concerned In the Lompoc Valley, wrestling is booming 
Long has brought a touch of class to the Cabrillo wrestling 
program, helping create a local wrestling craze based on 
solid athletic competition. 
•Wrestling has to be one of the most exciting and 
competitive sports in California,” stated Long. 
It’s no 
longer a sport that is being pushed back into the corner 
behind other sports. 
There’s something about seeing the pomp and pagenatry 
of a wrestling match I’m selling wrestling.” admitted 
Long, “ but at the same time I’m trying to put the best 
quality team that I can on the mat. 
And in quite a few cases Long’s best has been THE best as 
year after year Cabrillo, as well as neighboring Lompoc, 
have been title contenders in both the old Santa Barbara 
County League and now the Northern League. 
In fact Valley squads have dominated the wrestling scene 
in the past seven years, claiming six championships in that 
time span 
Cabrillo’s entry in this year’s NL sweepstakes should once 
again be of championship caliber. 
Last year the Conqs wound up with a 7-3 dual meet record 
but won the league tournament to finish a mere one point 
behind the league champion Braves. 
As Long starts his seventh year as head wrestling coach, 
he has six returning varsity lettermen, four of which 
placed second or better in the league last year. The 
Conquistadores also have several wrestlers up from last 
year’s JV team that “ should be more than adequate,” 
according to Long, as well as a couple of newcomers who 
“have shown a lot of promise.” 
League place winners returning include Mark Hall who 
captured the 145 division crown as a sophomore last year. 
Hall also went on to finish second in the CIF Sectionals but 


had to have knee surgery over the summer. However, 
reports from Long indicate that not only is Hall fully 
recovered, but also that ‘‘he is going to give almost 
everyone a tough tim e.” 
Junior George Hervey (95, but he’ll wrestle 103 at the 
start), senior Bob Hicks (112), and senior Ed Smith (154) all 
wound up second in the league and are back for more. 
The other returning lettermen are seniors Paul Larson 
(138), a fourth-place finisher in a tough weight class in ’74; 
and Lonnie Taatjes, who filled in at 145 and 154 last year. 
The remainder of the squad will be made up of wrestlers 
like sophomore Mark Bowser (175), who won an all 
Nationals title in Peru over the summer after a year of 
freshman wrestling; and Bruce Filarsky, an all-league two- 
way lineman in football, who will try his hand at tackling 
heavyweights. 
Filarsky started off his grappling career in style a few 
weeks ago when he pinned four opponents, each in the first 
period, 
in 
a 
six-way dual 
meet at Cabrillo. 
The 
Conquistadores, incidentally, won that tournament easily in 
their only action thus far in the young season 
Freshman Mitch Moore (95), sophomore Rory Hall (120), 
senior Chris Cox (127), sophomore Mark Larson (133), 
senior Jim Kale (165), and junior Kevin Breshears (191) will 
round out the starting line-up for the Conqs during the early 
stages of the season, but Cabrillo will have a number of 
wrestlers who will be battling to unseat the incumbents 
throughout the year. 
‘‘I think our strength lies in our depth,” related Long. ‘‘If 
someone does get hurt we have several ways we can go with 
our weight classes.” 
The depth of which Long speaks is represented by seniors 
Taatjes, Bruce Anderson (112-120), Steve Kleinman (191), 
and Gary Peterson (Hvy.). Sophomore Bill Hinkens (95) and 
junior A1 Reyes (191) will also be pushing the regulars 
constantly. 
‘‘I expect all those fellows to see a lot of action,” said 
Long who added, ‘‘I think people will be pretty impressed 
with them.” 
In sizing up the Northern League race Long feels that “the 
team that has the fewest injuries and a little bit of luck will 
win it.” But he also feels that it will ultimately come down 
to another Lompoc-Cabrillo showdown. 
And between those two — ‘‘It’ll be a toss-up.” 
So as far as the fans on the Hill are concerned the stage is 
set for this year’s wrestling drama.

Jim Hart, a one-time free agent who 
directed the St Louis Cardinals to their 
first playoff appearance in 26 years, 
today was named the 1974 National 
Football Conference Player of the Year 
by United Press International.

jeopardy only one year ago because of 
an arm injury, came back to connect on 
200 of 388 pass attempts this season for 
2,411 yards and 20 touchdowns —the 
most scoring passes hurled by an NFC 
quarterback this year. 
Under H art’s direction, the Cardinals 
posted a 10-4 record while winning the 
Eastern Division title and gaining the 
playoffs for the first time since the club 


moced from Chicago to St. Louis in 1960 
and earning its first playoff spot since 
1948 
Hart, who received 17 of a possible 39 
votes in UPI’s balloting of sports 
writers, three from each NFC city, beat

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Lawrence 
McCutcheon admits it. He wanted to win 
the National Football League rushing 
title. 
Denver’s Otis Armstrong wound up 
with that honor while McCutcheon had 
to settle for the National Football 
Conference ground gaining crown.

In the final three 
games, Ram Coach Chuck Knox used 
McCutcheon sparingly and he went for 
53, 60 and 45 yards against Atlanta, 
Washington and Buffalo in meaningless 
games.

back from Colorado State has a point. 
Armstrong, who rushed for 1,407 yards 
this season, and the Broncos’ coach, 
John Ralston, won’t be going anywhere 
this weekend. 
McCutcheon 
will lead 
the Rams 
against the Washington Redskins here 
Sunday in an opening round playoff 
game. 
In only two seasons, McCutcheon, a 
third-round draft choice of the Rams in 
1972, has rushed for 2,206 yards. He set a 
Ram rushing mark of 1,097 yards last 
season and reset it with 1,109 yards this 
year. 
After five games, the Rams switched 
quarterbacks, promoting Jam es Harris 
ahead of John Hadl. Had! was traded the 
following week. 
Offensively, 
despite 
McCutcheon’s 


superlative running, the Rams have not 
been the club they were a year ago. 
They’ve scored 125 less points than they 
did in 1973. 
“Our offense was a little slow getting 
off this season,” McCutcheon said, “ but 
I think it’s been coming along week after 
week. I really think it’s been getting 
better. 


“ I don’t agree that our defense will 
have to carry us if we’re going to go all 
the way in the playoffs.

in non-injury disputes between 
them and the league or its 
teams, a power invested by the

c o n s t i t u t i o n 
and 
manifested by its inclusion in 
the standard player contract. 
“The only man in the country 
who believes he is impartial is

I journeyed to the Univer­ 
sal set where Scott is starring 
in “ The Hindenburg,” to find 
out the entire, dreadful story of 
his projected retirement. 
And. alas, it is true. 
“ This is my last picture, he 
said, and there did not appear 
to be any touch of remorse in 
his attitude. The man who won, 
but would not accept, an Oscar 
for “ Patton” seems to be look­ 
ing forward to his new career 
as director. 
In “ The Hindenburg. 
he 
plays a Nazi Luftwaffe officer, 
although one traveling aboard 
the big 1930s dirigible incognito 
He was wearing a steel-gray 
suit, with vest and watch chain, 
and his steel-gray hair was 
cropped short.

Salesman.” Then he’ll go back 
to more film directing. 
His most recent movie direc­ 
tion, “ The Savage Is Loose, 
produced his running rating 
battle with the Motion Picture 
Rating Board.

Despite warnings of a »lump on the scale of the 1930s, most 
people believe the world faces no more than a short-lived 
recession-a year or so of no growth or perhaps marginal decline, 
It seems inconceivable that industrial countries’ production 
could fall bv a third over three years as it did between 1929 and 
1932 
It seemed just as inconceivable in 1929 following one decade of 
fairly steady growth But the world economic system, like a 
plane in flight, can only slow down so far before it stalls and 
plummets to earth. 
The stalling speed for the 1970s is probably higher than that for 
the 1930s because it follows a quarter century of barely in­ 
terrupted growth The world must be near to that stalling speed 
now 
All economists knew about this stalling speed by the end of the 
1930s. and waxed eloquent on why the crash had occurred after 
the event They said that it was the inevitable consequence of the 
interaction of the incomes “ multiplier” and investment 
‘ accelerator’’ The multiplier theory shows that the level of in­ 
come depends on the level of investment, while the accelerator 
theory shows that the level of investment depends on the rate at 
which demand, and hence income, is growing. 
Putting the two together, a steady growth in income requires a 
steady growth in investment but produces instead a constant 
level of investment. The result is that economies are naturally 
prone to business cycles, and the downturns become sharp when 
a downward accelerator really takes off. 
This basic instability has been held in abeyance for the last 
quarter century, and so is easily forgotten It has been held in 
abeyance by five pieces of good fortune 
(1) Smooth functioning of the international trade and payments 
system has meant that countries with flagging home demand 
have usually seen their exports increase, when one country has 
been restricting demand because of a trade deficit, other coun­ 
tries have by definition been in trade surplus and have been able 
to keep their home demand buoyant 
(2) Keynesian demand management policies have taken the 
edge off unstable private investment. 
(3) Years of relatively uninterrupted growth have given 
businessmen the confidence to disregard short-term fluctuations 
in demand, while 
<4) The financial system has made long-term investment spen­ 
ding possible. 
(5) Even the consumer has contributed by allowing savings 
rather than consumption to take a part of the strain from fluc­ 
tuations in income. 
The threat of world slump comes from the collapse of each of 
these safeguards. (1) Virtually all industrial countries are in 
balance of payments difficulties at the same time; only the Arabs 
are in surplus, and we cannot all sell to them. (2) Keynesian de­ 
mand management policies have been undermined by cost infla­ 
tion. (3) Business confidence in continued long-term growth has 
been sapped 
(4) Even where companies remain optimistic, 
finance for long-term investment is difficult to obtain and in­ 
credibly expensive. (5) In most countries consumers have not yet 
lost confidence and stopped buying durables, but the signs in 
some car and housing markets are plain to see. 
Once released, the investment accelerator is a fearsome beast 
Industrial countries have grown used to around 5 per cent a year 
growth This has sustained investment spending of up to a 
quarter of G N P If industry stops expecting 5 per cent a year 


growth and starts expecting zero growth, there could then be a 50 
per cent fall in gross investment, lopping just over 10 per cent off 
world incomes This, in turn, would then lop another 10 to 15 per 
cent off incomes (assuming a multiple of 2, or a bit over). 


It is entirely possible for such a spiralling to happen In the 
1930s it did happen What are the signs to look for*’ First, a build­ 
up of stocks of consumer durables and of intermediate goods 
lower down the production chain; then cuts in production because 
of the accumulation of unsold stocks; then a collapse of orders, 
first for component suppliers but working rapidly through to the 
heavy end of industry; and then a slashing of investment spen­ 
ding as the accelerator catches hold 
A slump, once under way, gathers momentum at an alarming 
pace, leading, as in 1931. to widespread financial failures all 
round the world. 
The recession in construction is already a year old in most 
countries. Private housing construction is particularly sensitive 
to high interest rates, and usually the first to be hit. Housing 
starts in Britain have tumbled by 50 per cent on a year ago. 
although public-sector housebuilding has shown some increase 
In America the fall in housing starts is also around 50 per cent, 
and the value of the construction industry’s total output is un­ 
changed on a year ago, despite double-figure inflation. 
The collapse in demand for cars is worldwide, and has reached 
the point of big cuts in production. About 200.000 workers have 
been made idle in the United States In Germany. Volkswagen 
and Opel have been working short-time; Citroen in France has 
laid-off 2,700 workers; Fiat in Italy is generally on a three-day 
week. The British industry has had a major cut in production, but 
the cut has all been caused by strikes, so it has temporarily 
avoided major layoffs. But British Leyland has cut manpower by 
10.000 just by stopping recruitment. 
The news since August is just that the recession is spreading 
Falling demand for plastics and synthetic fibers is working back 
to the petrochemical feedstock producers. 
In Britain demand for low-density polyethylene has dropped by 
one-third in the past two months and polypropylene demand is 
down by one-fifth Bayer, one of the three giants in the German 
chemical industry, is working at about 80 per cent capacity. 
European steel production is currently forecast to fall between 
10-15 per cent in 1975 Japan expects an 8 per cent cutback in steel 
production by the end of next year. No forecasts are available for 
America, just gloom. 
In general. America is leading the world into the slump, with 
each successive forecast worse than the last 
Last week. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon admitted that this recession 
was likely to be the longest since the war. America’s GNP has 
already been falling for nine months. 
In Germany growth is only being sustained by exports, and this 
at a steadily declining rate In Japan, stocks are at record levels 
despite the production slump. 
There is a grave danger that the slide from world recession to 
world slump has begun. As the Bank for International 
Settlements once put it: 
The indices of production, trade and profits show to an astoun­ 
ding degree the same recurrent tendencies in almost every coun­ 
try in the world. All the evidence available leads to the conclusion 
that any hope that a single country may achieve prosperity would 
indeed be based on an insecure foundation 
The BIS said that in 1932 It could now say it again This is a 
time for the world’s leaders to stop talking about co-operation, 
and start acting against disaster.

They came to 
the door of the Gal­ 
lery, and were told, 
simply, that the pre­ 
view had been called off. 
That night there was the banquet. 
Mrs. Gerald Ford was present, most 
conspicuously. But a few others declined 
to 
attend, 
in 
protest against 
the 
exclusionary principle that the officials 
of the People’s Republic of China, as 
that playground of a handful of Chinese 
ideologues is so playfully called, had 
laid down. 
Among 
those 
sensitive 
enough to stay away were Mrs. Graham, 
the publisher of the Washington Post, 
and Mr. James Reston and Mr. Clifton 
Daniel of the New York Times. 
Now we probably view the episode as 
a victory of sorts for our side. After all, 
we declined to meet their terms, they 
declined to meet our terms: so the 
preview was canceled. But it was no 
more a victory for us than it was a 
victory for the Chinese. Because they 
themselves said that unless their terms 
were met, there would be no preview. So 
that cancelling the preview was as much 
the Chinese solution as it was the 
American solution. Call it, if you will, 
the Chinese-American solution. 
Later that day, at the banquet, Mrs. 
Ford made a little speech and raised her 
glass to toast the exhibition as “an 
important symbol of the growing ties of 
friendship between our two people.” 
That is cant to begin with, there being no 
visible signs of an increasing friendship 
between the Chinese and the American 
rwmnlp for the Derfectlv straightforward 


reason that no American can visit China 
without getting a special visa. And these 
are vouchsafed sparingly and, in most 
cases, with much attention given to the 
political background of the applicant 
But Mrs. Ford’s toast under the special 
circumstances of the canceled preview 
was a little worse than routine cant. It 
brushed up against perversity. Don’t 
blame her: she just reads the stuff the 
State Department gives her to read. 
The entire political ballet reminds one 
of the despondent fact that there is no 
such thing as a cultural exhibition where 
the Communists are concerned. There is 
only 
psywar. 
It 
surpasses 
the 
understanding why we put up with it. 
In Peking, in 1972, the President and 
his press party were made to endure the 
world’s 
worst 
ballet, 
The 
Red 
Detachment of Women, on the theme of 
the 
triumph 
of 
Mao’s 
Army 
of 
Liberation 
against 
the 
capitalist- 
imperialist forces of the burgeois world. 
I walked out after the first act. Poor 
President Nixon stayed and then talked 
about how he had seen ballets all over 
the world, but had never seen a better 
one than this one. It was good training 
for his future statements on Watergate. 
The question before the house is, 
really, What is the reason for letting 
them get away with it? If the President 
of the United States is forced to see a 
ballet on the theme of the decadence, 
materialism, and sadism of the non-

—1963 to 1973 —the number of 
women workers aged 16 and 
over increased by nearly 10 
million, or 40 per cent, when it 
climbed from 24 7 million to 
34 5 million. 
“ The number of men workers 
increased by only 15 per cent 
during this period " 
It should be pointed out 
immediately that federal legis­ 
lation on rights apply to the 
men as well, however. 
Not only are more women 
working, but they tend to work 
for longer periods of time — 
many for a stretch of 20 to 25 
years after their children have 
entered school. 
“ In addition, many women in 
their 40s and 50s returning to 
the labor force are unaware of 
their rights," said the booklet, 
just 
released 
from 
the 
Women’s Bureau, the U. S. 
department of 
Labor. The 
publication compiles general 
information 
on 
federal 
legislation as of January 1974. 
It covers matters of seeking a 
job, on the job, and when 
women retire 
On getting a job, for instance, 
the bureau points out there now 
are about 400 apprenticeable 
occupations 
in 
the 
skilled 
trades Your nearest employ­ 
ment service or state depart­ 


ment of labor can help you on 
the list and how to go about 
apprenticing. 
One section is devoted to 
“ You have a right to complain 
if." 
These 
include 
if 
an 
employer’s advertisement for 
employes carries a sex label, 
an employer refuses to let you 
file an application but accepts 
applications of others; 
A 
union 
or 
employment 
agency refuses to refer you to 
job openings; you are fired or 
laid off without cause; you are 
passed over for promotion for 
which you are qualified; you 
are paid less for comparable 
work; 
You 
are 
placed 
in 
a 
segregated seniority line; you 
are left out of training or 
apprenticeship programs; 
“ And the reason for any of 
these acts is your sex, race, 
color, 
religion 
or 
national 
origin, Also, your employer 
provides racially segregated 
lunchrooms, 
locked 
rooms, 
restrooms 
or 
recreation 
facilities." 
The longer life and working 
life 
span 
of 
women 
may 
account for the government’s 
age discrimination in employ­ 
ment act. It prohibits em­ 
ployers, employment agencies 
and labor unions from dis­ 
criminating on the basis of ages 
46 to 65 in hiring, firing, 
promotion or other aspects of 
employment. In some areas, 
there must be an unwritten 
policy of non-discrimination, no 
matter what the age. 
For, the other day I bought a 
storm coat in a Fifth Avenue 
department 
store 
from 
a 
saleswoman who confided she 
was “86 and I refuse to retire." 


But for us both, it was a good 
thing the charge plate operated 
on a computer. Neither of us 
could read the fine print of the 
number. 
The government booklet re­ 
minds that there may.be no 
discrimination based on sex in 
earnings, including overtime 
pay and most fringe benefits It 
requires equal pay for men and 
women in the same establish­ 
ment 
performing 
“ substantially 
equal 
work 
requiring equal skill, effort and 
responsibility. The work does 
not have to be identical." 
The publication covers the 
matter of benefits under Social 
Security. This is a detailed 
analysis in the booklet, but the 
one thing that stands out is — 
“ As a wife, if you have worked 
and are eligible for retirement 
benefits on you own earnings 
record, you get benefits either 
on your own record or on your 
husband's, whichever gives you 
the larger amount." 
There’s inequity buried here 
somewhere, because if both 
husband 
and 
wife 
accrue 
benefits under Social Security, 
why should only one collect? 
But that's another column.
